3 Headgear. — One piece Berets of the navy blue 
colour having the State emblem in Silver 
attached to it in the front.

5, Belts. — A belt made In the same materials as th

7. Badges. — Shoulder Straps.— There will be badges 
bearing the words “Surakshi Gan” In a curve 
over a base with the lettering “Sansad” in 
Hindi. 'The badges will be of brass for lower 
subordinates and nicklc-plated for the upper 
subordinates and will be worn on the shoulder 
straps. 

There will be two small red gorget Patches to be 
worn In front on the collar of the coat.
